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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
November 22, 2004 has been entered. 

2. Claims 1-17, 20-21 and 24-33 are amended. Claims 1-33 are pending. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

4. Claims 1-33 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Bertram 
et al (U.S. Patent No. 6,369,820, hereinafter, "Bertram"). 
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With respect to claims 1,17 and 32, Bertram discloses, providing a graphical 
user interface screen, see (14, user interface, fig. 1A, col. 3, lines 10-18); receiving 
selection of an item (monitoring attributes, for instance, CPU utilization, col. 3, lines 27- 
39) in the graphical user interface screen (col. 3, lines 26-35, user requests for viewing 
data); and in response to selection of the item, displaying the database (CPU) 
demographics information in graphical format, see (fig. 4A-B, col. 8, lines 51-67 to col. 
9, lines 1-59, according to user selection for viewing monitored information (CPU 
utilization, database), fig. 4A-B shows database (CPU) demographic information in 
graphical format). 

With respect to claim 2, Bertram discloses, displaying the database 
demographics information in text format, see (fig. 4A-B, col. 8, lines 51-67 to col. 9, lines 
1-59). 

With respect to claim 3, Bertram discloses, displaying the database 
demographics information in a format different from a text format, see (fig. 4A-B, col. 8, 
lines 51-67 to col. 9, lines 1-59). 

With respect to claim 4, Bertram discloses, interface to access the database 
demographic information, see (fig. 4A-B, col. 8, lines 51-67 to col. 9, lines 1-59). 
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With respect to claim 5, Bertram discloses, application program interface to 
depict database demographics information, see (fig. 4A-B, col. 8, lines 51-67 to col. 9, 
lines 1-59). 

With respect to claim 6, Bertram discloses, storing database demographics 
information in a database, see (fig. 4A-B, col. 8, lines 51-67 to col. 9, lines 1^59). 

With respect to claim 7, Bertram discloses, storing file database demographics 
information in a query capture database, see (fig. 4A-B, col. 8, lines 51-67 to col. 9, 
lines 1-59). 

With respect to claim 8, Bertram discloses, displaying the database 
demographics information on a per-access module basis, see (fig. 4A-B, col. 8, lines 51- 
67 to col. 9, lines 1-59). 

With respect to claim 9, Bertram discloses, displaying in at least one of a bar 
chart format and a line graph format, see (fig. 4A-B, col. 8, lines 51-67 to col. 9, lines 1- 
59). 

With respect to claims 10-11, Bertram discloses, displaying storage system 
utilization, and statistics information, see (fig. 4A-B, col. 8, lines 51-67 to col. 9, lines 1- 
59, CPU utilization, col. 3, lines 27-39). 
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With respect to claim 12, Bertram discloses, displaying the storage system 
utilization associate with each access module, see (fig. 4A-B, col. 8, lines 51-67 to col. 
9, lines 1-59, CPU utilization, col. 3, lines 27-39). 

With respect to claims 13-16, Bertram discloses, displaying row count of a 
portion of the table, average row size, distribution of the number of blocks with each 
access module, and pool space utilization, see (fig. 4A-B, col. 8, lines 51-67 to col. 9, 
lines 1-59). 

With respect to claims 18-21, Bertram discloses, receive the indication of the 
selection in a graphical user interface to provide the database demographics 
information for display in text view, see (fig. 4A-B, col. sflines 51-67 to col. 9, lines 1- 
59). |

With respect to claims 22-24, Bertram discloses, interface as application 
interface, see (fig. 4A-B, col. 8, lines 51-67 to col. 9, lines 1-59). 

With respect to claims 24-31 , Bertram discloses, database demographics 
information on a per-access module basis at least one of a chart format and a line graph 
format for storage system utilization, statistics information with each access module, a 
row count of a portion of the table store by each of the access modules, an average row 
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size of rows of file portion of the table store by each of the access modules and 
distribution of a number of blocks on each access module, see (fig. 4A-B, col. 8, lines 
51-67 to col. 9, lines 1-59).
